He said that 
he could supply no reason as to why 
the local operators did not follow the 
lead of the hundreds of operators in 
offices all over the stale, and added 
that all calls would continue on an 
"emergency or at least urgent'* basis. 

It is believed that more and more 
operators will report for duly each 
day and that it will be a matter of 
days before the ban on non-emer- 
gency calls can be lifted.

William Gramel, 5U, and Stanley 
Grckoskas, 55, employes of the Chcs- 
ney farm of Otto Lehman at Lake 
Villa, are dead as the result of an 
automobile accident early Sunday 
evening on Rte.

Voters of Antioch Consolidated 
School District No. 34 will be asked 
to come to the aid or the Antioch 
grade school financially on Saturday, 
May 31, through a referendum grant- 
ing a one-tenth mill tax Increase. 

Faced with a $6,500 shortage next 
Spring owing to rising costs, the 
school board is having to do what 
other school authorities are having 
to do in the county, ask residents to 
tax themselves just a little more. 

The Antioch school, like other 
schools, is caught in the limits 
of the Butler bill which prevents 
more than a 5 per cent increase in 
any one year. 

"We hoped there would be a way 
out," said Principal Richard Whit- 
acre, speaking for the board, "but 
the way simply isn't there." 

The demand for better transporta- 
tion, better buses, the liability of in- 
creases in salaries over and above 
the present amounts, all arc in the 
picture for next year and must be 
anticipated, the school authorities 
said. 

The voters will be voting on an in- 
crease of .97 per cent. Formerly 1.45 
per cent, the amount would have 
been 1.85 were the Butler bill not in 
effect so as to have the amount 
through increase in valuation. 

"If we want lo keep our schools 
up-to-dntc and modern we will have 
to meet rising costs." Principal 
Whitacrc said. "I hope the people of 
the district will realize our situation 
and come to our rescue,". 

Voting will be at the grade school 
building from noon until 7 p. m.

Wages Out of Losses," and deals with the relationship 
between industrial profits and industrial wages. The key 
paragraph says. "The question is this: What would have 
been the gain to labor if all industrial profits were ap- 
plied to wages, assuming that wiping out the whole pro- 
fit economy could produce any gain at all? Here is one 
answer: If, in 1944 and 1945, the compensation of em- 
ployees had been increased by an amount equal to the 
income of all incorporated businesses, all interest paid 
or accrued and all rents and royalties, their compensa- 
tion for those years would have been increased by 17.7 
per cent and 18.17 per cent respectively. Such action 
Mould have meant the bankruptcy of thousands of cor- 
porations and would have left millions of people, in- 
surance companies and charitable and educational in- 
stitutions witth no income at all. Furthermore, the tax- 
es paid on dividends and other so-called unearned in- 
come would have to be paid exclusively by wage earn- 
ers." 

What this means is that wages account for the 
lion's share of the income of American business— while 
profits account for a relatively small share. And there 
could be no such thing as wages without profit, because 
there would be no business to provide employment. As 
Mr. Driver observes at the end, "Wage income rises as

Mr. Driver's article is entitled "You Don't Get 
Wages Out of Losses," and deals with the relationship 
between industrial profits and industrial wages. The key 
paragraph says, "The question is this: What would have 
been the gain to labor If all industrial profits were ap- 
plied to wages, assuming that wiping out the whole pro- 
fit economy could produce any gain at all? Here is one 
answer: If, in 1944 and 1945, the compensation of em- 
ployees had been increased by an amount equal to the 
income oT all incorporated businesses, all interest paid 
or accrued and ail rents and royalties, their compensa- 
tion for those years would have been increased by 17.7 
per cent and 18.17 per cent respectively. Such action 
would have meant the bankruptcy of thousands of cor- 
porations and would have left millions of people, in- 
surance companies arid charitable and educational in- 
stitutions witth no income at all. Furthermore, the tax- 
es paid on dividends and other so-called unearned in- 
come would have to be paid exclusively by wage earn- 
ers." 

What this means is that wages account for the 
lion's share of the income of American business— while 
profits account for a relatively small share. And there 
could be no such thing as wages without profit, because 
there would be no business to provide employment. As 
Mr. Driver observes at the end.

Guzzling Ghost h 
Now Without Homo 

Nil Taste for Beer at MMnfeht 
Disturbed Travelers. 



KUMBA, CAMEROOKS, EAST 
AFRICA. — The ghost with a taste 
for beer, which had been disturb- 
ing travelers for nearly 30 years, 
has been left homeless by demoli- 
tion of an old rest house here. 

Tradition had It that the ghost 
was the restless spirit of a former 
German district officer, notorious 
for the iron hand with which he ruled 
the people of the Cameroons. y 

Known before World War I as 
the Johann Albrechshohe station, 
the haunted house served as the 
Prusslan-Hke officer's. quarters, dis- 
trict office and military barracks. 

It was built 1,200 feet above sea 
level, on the lip of a drowned vol- 
cano crater, with a wide lake 300 
feet below. 

In more recent years, the build- 
ing was turned into a resthouse for 
visiting government officials. 

But so many visitors were badly 
frightened by the creaks and groans 
of the ancient timbers that the place 
received a bad name. 

It was said that the only -way to 
get a good night's sleep was to 
place a bottle of beer and a glass 
on a tray shortly before midnight. 
This seemed to satisfy the thirsty 
ghost, for he left the occupiers In 
peace. 

In the morning, according to the 
stoiy. the bottle was found empty, 
the glass encrusted with dried froth. 

Skeptics who had never spent a 
night in the haunted house had 
amusing explanations for consump- 
tion of the unguarded bottle of beer. 

They never could, however, ex- 
plain why the cap was always still 
gripped firmly around the neck of 
the bottle, and never showed any 
evidence of being touched with an 
opener. 



Mississippi Flood Help Is 

Authorizid by U. S, Army 

WASHINGTON. — Gen Jacob L. 
Devers authorized emergency re- 
lief measures by army troops In the 
event of floods or threatened flood 
disaster in the Mississippi valley. 

The ground forces commander au- 
thorized commanders of the 2nd, 
4th, 5th and 7th armies to work dl- 
Tectly with the president of the Mis- 
sissippi river commission on ar- 
rangements for use of army troops 
and supplies during flood emergen- 
cies. 

Under current plans, the army 
commanders would provide troops 
suitable for flood fighting duty, levee 
maintenance, protection and secur- 
ity measures, signal communication 
equipment and personnel, and all 
available vehicles, equipment and 
supply from army stocks as might 
be required. 

The Mississippi river commission 
president is the army engineer- of- 
ficer in chJtge of the lower Mis- 
sissippi river division. 

Army troops also were used in 
Washington state to combat flood 
conditions.

MOBILE, ALA.— A Pan-American 
airways DC-4 passenger plane, 
which struck a tree in an attempt 
to land at New Orleans, made an 
emergency landing here. 

Some 45 persons were said to have 
been aboard the plane when it was 
brought down here shoftly after 1 
a. m. None was reported Injured. 

The croft, arriving at New Or- 
leans from Balboa, Canal Zone, 
came to Mobile on three engines 
after damaging its left outboard en- 
gine at New Orleans where bad 
weather prevented a landing.

seems long overdue. 

The question Is— What should tn< 
average swine raiser do about It* 
Vigilance is probably the best answer 
That means that every pig on thr 
farm should be vaccinated against 
cholera as soon as possible, around 
weaning time. It also meant thai 
when suspicious symptoms appear— 
whether they look Hko enteritis. «ry- 
stpelaB, or some other disease, cholera 
should first be suspected and a vet- 
erinary diagnosis should be obtained 
as a safety measure.
